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1, About 10,000 Korean troops of the People's Liberation Army stationed at 
Antung have begun moving south into North Korea. It is believed they are 
scheduled to relieve North Korean front line units on about 16 duly. 


2, On 10 July about 10 percent of the North Korean front line troops were 
incapacitated through illness, fatigue, and lack of food and are expected 
to last only about one month. 


3. Qn 13 July 8,000 troops were observed marching to Kyongan (127-16, 37-2h). 
They were recruits from Kyonggi Province with only one week's training. 
They wore South Korean summer uniforms. Only the canmander was an experienced 
People's Liberation Army officer. 


.  IMve thousand recruits from Kangwon Province were observed on July heading 
for Wonju area for training. Among these troops were a few (six to eight 
4o a platoon) experienced People's Army men. 
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
